lieved and ſupported by her ; there ſeldome or never 
wanting ſome or other of them,that were eithereduca- 
ted with her,or maintained ncere to her. But neither 
did her charitie ſtay and ſtint it ſelfe there,with them 
that were with her.,as at the Wel/-head, but the ftreames 
of it iſſued out & diſperſed themſelves abroad to poore 
neighbours of all ſorts,on cvery ſide of her. Divers pen- 
ſioners ſhe had, that in a conſtant courſe received the 
fruits of her bountie; but noother were excluded from 
taſting thereof, and that liberally and largely, when 
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occaſion ſorequired, For ſhewas (which I take to be 
* two principall properties of Charitie) as very *pitieful/ 
and prone to commiſerate the wants and neceſſities of 
others ; ſono leſſe © bowntifull and forward to communi- 
cate thereuntoas well by perſonall aides,as by free and 
liberall ſupplyes. And - is ſhe had pretic skill in 
matter of Phyſik and Chirnurgerie, (as indeed what was 
ſhe not skilfull in? ) in this kind ſhe was excceding 
helpfull, by Waters and Medicines, as well as advice, 
to fuch poore ſoules as were not able toentertaine P7y- 
ſician, or togoe tothe coll of procuring Phyich, being 
nor onely as Phyſiczan, but as Apothecarieallo to them. 
In regard of which her charitable both diſpoſition and 
praftiſeas I doubt not, but that ſhe both had the prayers 
of the poore, that * þlefed God for her,while ſhe lived, 
and hath now the 3 rerard of it from him and with 
him in Heaven ; ſo I aſſure my ſelfe, that thoſe poore 
ſoules in thoſe parts doe find no [mall want of her,now 
ſhe is gone, and will feele it dayly more and more, 
For her Pietie,irappeared in her Devvtions,publikeand 
private: Publile,in her conſtant repaire to Gods Houſe, 
and the publike wor:hipand ſolemne Service there ce- 
lebrate,yhcn and while health & ſtrength permitted. 
Private, (and ho viocver there is a ® promiſe of a more 
amp!e bleſſin3upon the publite meanes , yet peoples 
private detotions, \ wherein fewelt cyes are upon them, 
and which none are conſcious unto but God and:their 
owne ſoules, are a * ſucer ſealeand evidence of their ,4n- 
ceritie: \ ſuch are perſons indeed, as in private they are) 
as by her conſtant ſtanding times of prayer, foure ſeve- 
rall times cach weeke-day, and fx on the Lords day © a 
courſe, which (as | am informed) ſhe had conſtantly 
for many yeeres continued : ſo by her diligent reading, 
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in the firſt place, of Gods Oracles, having within ſome 
rerme of yeeres next before her deceaſe, read thewhole 
New Teſtament twelve times over ; and that,not ſlightly 
and ſuperficially,but ſo,as ® to obſerve ſomewhat thar 
might be uſefull unto her, either out of or upon every 
Chapter ſhe read ; that which by a multitude of Notes 
left behind her in writing, may evidently appeare : as 
alſo by her frequent peruſa4,in the next place,of the pi- 
ous workes of religious Friters,that might further and 
forward her inthe good wayes of God. Among which, 


ſhe profeſſed her ſelfe tro be much affeFed with ſome, ' 


becauſe they ſeemed to her towrite, as ſhe ſaid, nor to 
ſhew their learning, but out of their onne ſenſe and feeling, of 
that, no doubt, that ſhe felt alſo together with them, 
and which cauſed her therefore the rather ſo much to 
affet them, 

Yea, one good proofe of her pietie may be this : That 
for her better advancement and improvement therein, 
in her laſt choice, among many Matches moved to her, 
(as one of her parts & meanes could not want motions) 
yea, and ſome of them not lightly to have beene dif- 
regarded ; yet paſſing by all other, ſhe pitched upon 
one, of whom, in regard of his preſence, | will not ſay 
what I might, onely this I will ſay,one that ſhe juſtly 
deemed might be a prime inftrument of procuring and 
promoting her ſpiritual progreſſe in the work & courſe 
of grace.

For,belide other Legactes,to the value of three hundred 
and fortie pounds, and upwards, by the free Conſent of 
her worthy Conſort,dilpoſed to pies and charitable uſes, 
ſhe bath given to this Pariſh, wherein ſhe drew her firſt 

breath, the ſumme of foure pounds per annum tor ever ; 

partly, for a 8ermon, a worke Of pietie , and partly, for 

the reliefe of the poore,an office of charitie. And to the 

Church of Lambeth,in which Pariſh ſhe ſpent the grea- 

teſt part of her life, and gave up her laſt breath, ſhe 

hath bequeathed a faire Communion Cup, to be rayſed 

from the ſale of ſome of her principall /ewels ; that 

ſo thoſe ornaments (I give it you in her owne words) 

that had adorned her, while ſhe lived, might adorne the 

Church of God, when ſhe nas dead. 

In her laſt and fatall ſickn:þe, her cariage was ſuch, 
that her pierie and her patrence might have ſeemed to 


contend. for the ſuperioricte, but that they were ſo | 
lweetly combined together,that the one was cxprefled | 
and appeared in the other. Nor is it to be marvelled, } 


if it were ſowith her, for ſhe treely protefled to ſome * 


of thoſe that reſorted to her, That je had alwayes beene 
carefull to lay up in ſtore for the great day of her diſſolution, 
Patience ſhe ſtill prayed for, frequently uling that ſweet 
and pious ſaying of S. Auguſtine, * Lord, gve what thou 
commandeſt,and command nhat thou pleaſeſt. And patience 
ſhe praftiſed, For it is credibly reported by thoſe that 


were moſt and neereſt about her, that albeit her paines | 


and torments were very great and grievous, yet no one 
zdle word, or ſpeech favouring of patience, was ever 
heard to fall from her. And,when thoſe that attended 
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her, offred ſometime to have removed'her for hereaſe, | 


(and paine,we know, makerb perſons uſually deſiroms + 
| oft 
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oft removal/)ſhe refuſed it, ſaying, That ſhe ſhould ſhortly 
be removed, to a better place and ſtate,ſhe meant, 
The Evening before her departure , ſhe requeſted 
Prayer (of which alwayes ſhe was much defirous)to be 
continued by her,untill two of the clock; about which 
time, (which was not before underſtood what ſhe 
meant) as if it had beene ſome way revealed unto her, 
her ſenſes ſo tailed, as ſhe could not longer be appre- 
henſive of ought done abour her. 
Her laſt words were,not much unlike that of $. £e- 
vens here , Swees Teſus, helpe mes And,with the Spouſe in 
the Apocalypſe ,* Come,Lord [eſus,even now, With which 
ſpeech failing,yet ceaſcd ſhe nor,ſo long as 
any uſe of fake continued, to lift up inceſſantly both

hands, while abilitic ſo to doe laſted z and the one of 
them ſtill, when the other of them failed , thereby gi- 


to | vingnotice of her heart inwardly lift upunto him,who 
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by his gracious hard at length tooke her hence,and re- 
ceived her to himſelfe. 


VVith whom leaving her at peace and reſt,in joy and 


bliſſe, let us likewiſe /ift up our hearts and hands ro him,
